The utility of said 
cell lines in assays studying the ability of cytochrome P450 enzymes to metabolize substrates 
and/or be regulated by pharmaceutical agents, is credible based on use of the Hepc/1 Al .4, 
Hepc/2B6.68, and Hepc /3A4.5 cells in those types of assays (Examples 5-8).
